Buch is what we actually did say; and we
leave it to our readers if the impreasion con-
veyed in both oases is the same. We never
feared the loss of the city to the Republicans
if the terrible frauds which were then
just being unearthed could be detected and
punished. If there are 10,000 fraudualent
papers on the street, is it unreasonable that
we fear that an honest expression of publio
opinion will not ba secured !

‘We regret keenly to see our neighbor conde-
soending to plok flaws in what we say, and to
endeavor to wrong us by misquoting or peck-
ing at typographloal errors. We will cite an
jnstance, small in itself, but which displays
what we mean. At the time of the earth-
quake in Sonth Amerloa we stated that
82,000,000 of people had perlshed. Of conrse,
the error was typographical, and was shown
to be 8o by the body of the article.

#eleots the error,and comments on it. The more
recent case of the infamous falsehood in regard
to General Tyndale is one too fresh to need
recalling to the minds of our readers. All
these things show that the spirit which is of
late sctuating our contemporary is not of that
tone nor even of that hohest spirit which we
should expect of the representative journalof a
politioal party. We desire to call the atten-
tion of the Age to this matter, as in thus
aoting it is appearing in a manner detestables,
and whioh all right-minded citizens of every
party will repudiate.

Naturalization in the Supreme Court,
Tur fact that a dozen blank certifloates of
naturalization, sealed with a seal which is a
fac-simile of that of the Supreme Court, and
signed *‘J. Ross Bnowden’’ in a hand whioh so
nearly resembles the writing of that gentle-
man that he bimself has beem unable to de-
olare under oath that it Is not genuine, has
oreated a profound impression throughout the
community. If twelve of thege documents are
found on one man's person, the perplexing
questions arise, how mapy of them are in cir-
oulation ! and how many of them will avail on
the 13th of October to counteract the ballots
of trne aud loyal citizens? It is true that
Chief Justice Thompson left his seat on the
benoh and took the witness stand, where he
emphatically declared that the signatures
purporting to be those of the Prothono-
tary were forgeries; but if Colonel
Bunowden himself counld not foel
gate in making a similar declaration, what
hope or expectation is there of the judges of
eleotion being able to distinguish between the
papers which bear genuine and forged oartifi-
eation! Moreover, the impress of the seal of
the Conrt was, to all appearances, a parfect
fao-simile, which even the enthusiastic Chief
Justios conld not eall in gnestion. Patting it
all together, it is safe Lo assert that every one
of thess frandulent or stolen natmralization
papers, of which the captured dozen were &
mere sample, will be presented at the polls on
election day aod trinmphantly defy all
gorutiny, There may be buta hundred of
them : there may be five thousand. The
sooundrel who would steal or forge a dozen
would steal or forge & barrel faull quits as
‘soon, snd with as slight compuuction of

annpolenca.

And in the face of these startling faots, what
bas the Supreme Court done! What steps |
have been taken by the Chief Justice and his |
asnoolate to investigate this matter, to probae it
to the bottom, to ascertaln with the slightest
appeosch to certainty the number of fraudu-

ent or forged papers which have been put

jafloat ! In anawer, we can only say that the

Court has puraned a course in ralation to this
matter which will tend to establish the gnilt
or innooenoce of ita Prothonotary, and nothing
more. The eplsode of the twelve blanks
signed and sealed in due form, to be filled up
an the exigencies of the Demooratio parly
arise, has soarcely ruflled itsa composuras in the
matter of naturalization. The judge still pits
composedly on the bench, whiling away the
time with pen or paper, or actually engaged in
hearing the argunment of ocounsel in oases
entirely foreign to the subjeot of naturalization;
the Prothonotary is still kept busy aflixing his
signature to naturalization papers, without
even glanocing at the names they bear; and the
crier and tipstaves continne to administer thg
oaths toapplioants and vouohers, hall a dozen
or more voloes mingling at once inthe monoto-
nous work.

A oitizen who had the purity of the ballot
and the welfare of the country at heart wonld
imagine that if the court chose to do nothing
more it would at least attempt to remedy the
glariog irregularities of its present praotios {n
the matter of naturalization, and oaunse it to
conform to the plain requirements of the law.
That it has not done so is patent to every one
who has ventured Into the court room during
the past few daya. The judge may as well
be asleep or in the island of Terra del Puego,
a3 far as Lthe ceremony of naturalization is
concerned. Thal there has besn no change in
the practice of the court in past yeara ia no
palliation. A hundred thousand irregularities
in the past are no excuse for their repetition
now that the fruits of these irregnlarities are
being developed day by day in a manner which
startles the people.

The only question to be considered is as to
the state of the law and its requirements:
Theee bave been so clearly and incontestably
get forth by a distinguished member of the

dressed to Judges Thompson and Bharawood,
and published in the I'ress of this morning,

that we quote from it at length, as follows:—

The Spanish Revolution.

Tanm Iast Beurbon sovereign has  been driven
from ber throne, and all good men will rejolos
that the Spanish revolation has besn animme-
diate sucoess, without muoch bloodjshedding.
The question mow fs, What fa to foliow? I8
Bpain to be allowed to rise to her proper place
in the family of nations, under a strong but
liheral and popular government, or is she to
become Mexioanized and sink to greater depths
of degradation than ever beneath a reign of
anarchy caused by the sfforls of rival chisfa to
grasp the sovereignty of the State? The
tyranny which for o many years bore down
upon the Bpanigh people was so utterly con.
temptible in {8 character, that their submis-
#lon to it for go long a time is & fair argument
sgainst their fitness for the enjoyment of a
more liberal and enlightened rule. The powsr
of the Bpanish priesthood, more deadly and
dangerous than Bourbon stupidity, must also
be broken befors any permanent reforms can
be expeoted; and the hold which the Charoh
of Itome has upon the minds and hearts of the
people will, it is feared, bea the greatest obalacls
in tte way of their political regeneration.

Thus far ®he progress of the revolution has
been in every way satisfactory. The Queen,
whose notorious licentionsness brought the
blush of shame to the oheek of every high-
minded Bpaviard whenever her name was
mentioned, has fled from the country, and
yestorday Marshal Serrano, accompanisd by
saven generals of the army, entered Madrid
in trinmph, with every demonstration of re-
jolcing by the people. A true patriot and a
statesman, Hspartero, has been placed at the
head of a provisional goverment, and a cabinet
has been formed as follows:—President, Ser-
rano; Commerce, Castello; Marine, Topate;
Justice, Aquirrez; War, General Prim; Foreign
Affairs, Ologaza; Finance, Madoz. Dauring
the review which tock place yesterday in
Madrid, the troops ocarried, side by side
with the national flags, banners upon whioh
were Inscribed the significant mottoes,
“Down with the Bourbons,' ‘‘Soversignty
of the People,”” ‘Religions Liberty,” and
“Fres Education.” The two last-named mot-
toes must be the watchwords of the revola-
tion if it is to prove anything more than [a
transitory success. It is reported that Gene-
rals Gaillos and Prim are adverse to the forma-
tion of a repuulic, and, whether sincers or
not, they are undonbtedly right on this point.
There is, perhaps, no countly in Enrope leas
fit for a perfectly free government of the
people like that of the United States than
Spain, and & republic is not to be expected, or
even looked for, at the present time. A strong,
but liberal constitutional monarohy, with a
man of enlightened ideas at its head, ia what
is now needed; and in such a government,
and in the prohibition of priestly meddling in

sffairs of state, must the advocates of reform
centre their hopes of a permanent deliverance
from tyranny.

Shall Perjury be Triumphant?
Wz have made an earnest effort to counteraot
the wholesale perjury of the" professional
vouchers of applicants for naturalization in
the Supreme Court, a8 our columns have
abundantly testified during the past few days.
The exposures which we have made have
cauged the alarm to be taken, and now every
conceivable obstacle is being thrown in our
way. On Friday a crier of the court, through
stupidity or wilfulness, perverted the instruo-
tions of Judge Ebarawood, and cansed us_to
lose an entire day. On Saturday, when Judge
Sharswood had given specific instrootions
which were entirely satisfactory to us,
either through megligence or design’ a
huge bundle of papers were presented for the
examination of our reporters, and it was no
until the labor of the day had been brough
to a close that this second trick was detected,
and another day found to be wasted. It is
barely possible that both of these obatruotions
were accidental, but it is scarcely probable.
The orier and clerk who were the instruments
of the delay ars both Demoocrats, holding
their positions by virtne of their Demoocracy,
and retaining them only so long as they
continue faithfally to serve the caunse of the
Demooratic party.
